Dr. Whitehead, who leaves his post as Associate Professor of 
Physics at McGill University is recognized as one of the world's lead- 
ng authorities on radar and other electronic developments. He is 
a fellow of the Institute of Physics and a senior member of the 
nstitute of Radio Engineers and has a long and distiriguished record 

n the field of electronics and research.

Beginning with 
work on the Mark 1 prototype 
aircraft system for radar identi- 
ication, he put in 1,500 hours of 
actual flight testing of radar sys- 
tems. He then designed Mark 
II airtx)rne equipment and was 
named head of the research 
group and airborne systems. 

War Cabinet 

In June, 1944, Dr. Whitehead 
became a member of the War 
Cabinet Commission to the joint 
chiefs of staff in Washington, 
D.C. He then returned to Bri- 
tain to head a research division 
working on millimster-wave radar 
and meteorological pulsed light 
radar. 

Dr. Whitehead came to Canada 
in 1951 and joined the Physics 
Department at McGill University 
as Associate Profesor. There he 
served as special electronics con 
ultant on the McGill Fence. Dr. 



Whitehead is the author of many 
techriicol articles and a book on 
Super- regeno live receivers. 
. • Most Beloved ■ 
Dr.* Wagner, one of the most 
beloved of the McGill Physics pro- 
fessors, has been on inspiration to 
physics students for the past ten 
years. Due to his efforts and 
understanding, as well as his 
brilliant teaching, many students 
hove gone on to pursue success-' 
ful careers in physics. During the 
war he was awarded a Lott Prize 
for inventing a waterproof, onten- 
na for submarine beacons. Dr. 
Wogner was oppointed Associate 
Professor of Physics at McGill in 
1954. From 1950 until this year 
he held a research appointment 
in the Eoton Electronics Lobora^ 
tory, where he did research on 
electronic beoms and travelling 
wove tubes. 

Dr. Wogner is a member of 
the Canadian Association of Phy- 
sicists and on associate member 
of the Institute of Radio Engineers. 
Both of these men will be impos-, 
sible to replace at McGill. ' v

It is smart these days to have no use for the Mili- 
tary. Is it wise? 

It is quiteffrue; that; this country is not en- 
gaged at thé present time informed combat with 
anyone. However, our government sees fit to 
spend a good deal of the tax-payer's money to 
establish and mointoin efficient regularvqnd^ 
serve forces. Further the Nation is COTwSfted 
to certain military obligotions through its port- 
(icipotion in NATO. Men in the uniform of 
their country are doing a job that, for better or 
for worse, must be done. It is no longer possible 
to deny the need for a Navy, on Army, and an 
Air Force. . It is impossible to close ones eyes 
to their existence. There is a job to be done 
and it might just os well be done properly.

05 eventual university groduates are considered 
OS officer material in any one of the three ser- 
vices. You can supply leadership of, the coliber 
that the Armed Forces now rëqùire. This implies 
a great deal of responsibility. No one is going 
to give you two summery of good training and .

OS an individual and as an officer are a worth- 
while investment. Consequently, the competition 
is stiff, some fall by the wayside, those who ore 
eventually successful and do receive a cohimission 
iOiOne or other of the three services con look 
^''with a .fiseling of sotisfaction on o hard 
rood and a job well done. 

These may be unfashionoble clichés; it may 
be unfashionable to suggest thot those who weoi 
the Queen's cloth ore proud of it. It is not oi- 
woys best to follow the fashion. We suggest 
thot on inquiry into one or all of these officer 
training schemes might be profitable. To be

It 
is on insult to our personol pride and integrity to 
imply that our team hasn't got what it takes, 
and that football talent must be brought, in if we 
are to win.

Now a 
new attitude is appearing, one of cynicism and 
partial indifference. After the final whistle Sat- 
urday afternoon o good proportion of thô crowd 
wondered quietly "away from the stadium with- 
out the usual zest and enthusiasm which follows 
a Queen's victory.

It will be remembered that For- 
ge came out twice last year: mid 
December and early March. This 
was double the number of issues 
that had appeared in a single 
year for a considerable time. For- 
ge did, once, have a golden age. 
At one point it came out four 
times a year and enjoyed a cir 
culation in the neighbourhood of 
one and a half, thousand. Subse- 
quently, it slipped. And for a long 
time there has been no more than 
a single, struggling issue publish 
ed each year. It was last year's 
Editors who decided to try to re 
gain some of this lost ground. 

I think that' ihe experiment was 
successful. But I' definitely do not 
think that McGiirs literary "aw- 
arcncss' is yet strong enough or 
sufficiently widespread to justi 
fy the publication of three issues. 

There will, then, as. last year, 
be an issue shortly before Christ 
mas and another in early spring. 
And again, as last year and in 
deed as in every year, we express 
as sincerely and emphatically^, as

that is, to inform the Freshettes 
of those details of interest to 
women not covered in the McGlll 
Handbook or any other such pub^ 
lication. 

V/e do not imply that Freshet-' 
tes are any different from^ anj^ 
other people who came toMcGi^, 
to learn.
